AN ACT Relating to biennial regular sessions of the |egislature;
amendi ng RCW 44. 04. 010, 44.04. 200, 34.05.610, 40.04.090, 44.55.020, and
47.01.071; and providing a contingent effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW44.04.010 and 1980 ¢ 87 s 27 are each anmended to read
as follows:

Regul ar sessions of the legislature shall be held ((apnruatby))
bi ennially, comrencing on the second Mnday of January in each odd-
nunbered year.

Sec. 2. RCW44.04.200 and 1980 c 87 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

After ((Jure—32—1980)) the effective date of this act, al
references in the Revised Code of Wishington to a regular session of
the legislature nmean a regular session during an ((edd—er—even—
aurbered)) odd-nunbered year wunless the context <clearly requires
ot herw se.
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Sec. 3. RCW34.05.610 and 1998 c 280 s 9 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) There is hereby created a joint admnistrative rules review
coommittee which shall be a bipartisan commttee consisting of four
senators and four representatives from the state |egislature. The
senate nmenbers of the commttee shall be appointed by the president of
the senate, and the house nenbers of the conmttee shall be appointed
by the speaker of the house. Not nore than two nmenbers from each house
may be fromthe sanme political party. The appointing authorities shal
al so appoint one alternate nenber from each caucus of each house. Al
appointnents to the commttee are subject to approval by the caucuses
to which the appoi nted nenbers bel ong.

(2) Menbers and alternates shall be appointed as soon as possible
after the legislature convenes in regular session in an odd-nunbered
year, and their terns shall extend until their successors are appointed
and qualified at the next regular session of the legislature in an odd-
nunbered year or until such persons no |onger serve in the |egislature,
whi chever occurs first. Menbers and alternates may be reappointed to
the commtt ee.

(3) On or about January 1, 1999, the president of the senate shal
appoint the chairperson and the vice chairperson from anong the
comm ttee nenbership. The speaker of the house shall appoint the
chai rperson and the vice chairperson in alternating even-nunbered years
beginning in the year 2000 from anong the commttee nenbership. The
secretary of the senate shall appoint the chairperson and the vice
chairperson in the alternating even-nunbered years beginning in the
year 2002 from anong the comm ttee nenbership. Such appoi ntnents shal

be nmade in January of each even-nunbered year ((as—seen—as—poesstble
after a legislative session convenes)).

(4) The chairperson of the commttee shall cause all neeting
notices and commttee docunents to be sent to the nenbers and
alternates. A vacancy shall be filled by appoi ntnent of a | egislator
from the sanme political party as the original appointnent. The
appropriate appointing authority shall nmake the appointnent wthin
thirty days of the vacancy occurring.

Sec. 4. RCW 40. 04. 090 and 1995 ¢ 24 s 4 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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The house and senate journals shall be distributed and sold by the
chief clerk of the house of representatives and the secretary of the
senate as foll ows:

(1) Subject to subsection (5) of this section, sets shall be
distributed as follows: One to each requesting official whose office
is created by the Constitution, and one to each requesting state
departnent director; two copies to the state library; ten copies to the
state law library; two copies to the University of Washington library;
one to the King county law library; one to the Wshington State
University Ilibrary; one to the Ilibrary of each of the regional
universities and to The Evergreen State Coll ege; one each to the |aw
library of any accredited |aw school in this state; and one to each
free public library in the state that requests it.

(2) House and senate journals of the preceding regular session
(( dHng—an—odd——or—even—nurbered—year)), and of any intervening
special session, shall be provided for wuse of legislators and
| egislative staff in such nunbers as directed by the chief clerk of the
house of representatives and secretary of the senate.

(3) Surplus sets of the house and senate journals shall be sold and
delivered by the chief clerk of the house of representatives and the
secretary of the senate at a price set by them after consulting with
the state printer to determ ne reasonable costs associated wth the
production of the journals, and the proceeds therefromshall be paid to
the state treasurer for the general fund.

(4) The chief clerk of the house of representatives and the
secretary of the senate may exchange copies of the house and senate
journals for simlar journals of other states, territories, and
governments, or for other legal materials, and make such other and
further distribution of themas in their judgnent seens proper.

(5) Periodically the chief clerk of the house of representatives
and the secretary of the senate nay canvas those entitled to receive
copies under this section, and nmay reduce or elimnate the nunber of
copies distributed to anyone who so concurs.

Sec. 5. RCW44.55.020 and 2003 ¢ 404 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

A joint legislative oversight commttee on trade policy is created,
to consist of four senators and four representatives from the
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| egi slature and three ex officio nmenbers. The president of the senate
shal |l appoint the senate nenbers of the commttee, and the speaker of
t he house shall appoint the house nenbers of the commttee. No nore
than two nenbers from each house may be fromthe sane political party.
A list of appointees nust be submtted by July 1, 2003, and before
( (t+he——€lose—ofeachregular—sesston—during—an)) July 1st of each even-
nunbered vyear. Vacancies on the commttee wll be filled by
appoi nt ment and nust be filled fromthe same political party and from
t he sane house as the nenber whose seat was vacated. The ex officio
menbers shall be appointed by the speaker of the house and the
president of the senate, and include a representative from the
departnent of agriculture, the state trade representative, and a
representative fromthe office of the attorney general.

Sec. 6. RCWA47.01.071 and 2005 ¢ 319 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

The transportation conm ssion shall have the follow ng functions,
powers, and duties:

(1) To propose policies to be adopted by the governor and the
| egi slature designed to assure the devel opnent and maintenance of a
conprehensi ve and bal anced statew de transportation system which wl|
nmeet the needs of the people of this state for safe and efficient
transportation services. Wherever appropriate the policies shall
provide for the use of integrated, internodal transportation systens to
i npl emrent the social, economc, and environnental policies, goals, and
objectives of the people of the state, and especially to conserve
nonr enewabl e natural resources including |and and energy. To this end
t he conm ssion shall

(a) Develop transportation policies which are based on the
policies, goals, and objectives expressed and inherent in existing
state | aws;

(b) Inventory the adopted policies, goals, and objectives of the
| ocal and area-w de governnental bodies of the state and define the
role of the state, regional, and |ocal governments in determning
transportation poli ci es, in transportation pl anni ng, and in
i npl enenting the state transportation plan;

(c) Propose a transportation policy for the state;

(d) Establish a procedure for review and revision of the state
transportation policy and for subm ssion of proposed changes to the
governor and the |egislature;

(e) To integrate the statew de transportation plan with the needs
of the elderly and handi capped, and to coordinate federal and state
prograns directed at assisting |ocal governnents to answer such needs;

(2) To provide for the effective <coordination of state
transportation planning with national transportation policy, state and
|l ocal |land use policies, and local and regional transportation plans
and prograns;

(3) In conjunction with the provisions under RCW 47.01.075, to
provide for public involvenent in transportation designed to elicit the
public's views both with respect to adequate transportation services
and appropriate neans of mnimzing adverse social, economc,
environnental, and energy inpact of transportation prograns;

(4) To prepare a conprehensive and Dbalanced statew de
transportation plan which shall be based on the transportation policy
adopted by the governor and the |egislature and applicable state and
federal laws. The plan shall be reviewed and revised, and submtted to
the governor and the house of representatives and senate standing
commttees on transportation, prior to each regular session of the
| egi sl ature ((dur+hrg—anr—-even—nurbered—year)) thereafter.

The plan shall take into account federal I|aw and regul ations
relating to the planning, construction, and operation of transportation
facilities;

(5) To propose to the governor and the legislature prior to the
conveni ng of each regul ar session ((held—+n—-an—odd-nurbered—year)) a
recommended budget for the operations of the comm ssion as required by
RCW 47. 01. 061,

(6) To approve the issuance and sale of all bonds authorized by the
| egislature for capital construction of state highways, tol
facilities, Colunbia Basin county roads (for which rei nbursenent to the
nmotor vehicle fund has been provided), urban arterial projects, and
aviation facilities;

(7) To adopt such rules, regulations, and policy directives as may
be necessary to carry out reasonably and properly those functions
expressly vested in the conm ssion by statute;
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(8) To contract with the office of financial nmanagenent or other
appropriate state agencies for admnistrative support, accounting
services, conputer services, and other support services necessary to
carry out its other statutory duties;

(9) To exercise such other specific powers and duties as may be
vested in the transportation conm ssion by this or any other provision
of | aw.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. This act takes effect if the proposed
anmendnent to Article Il, section 12 of the state Constitution providing
for biennial regular sessions of the legislature is validly submtted
to and is approved and ratified by the voters at the next genera
el ection. |f the proposed anmendnent is not approved and ratified, this
act is voidinits entirety.
